A Working Group of representatives from the State of Nevada, rural Nevada, local 
governments in Southern Nevada and Federal agencies reviewed and scored the nominations based on their resource values and public benefit (see criteria below).  NOTE:  The “anticipated cost” for each 
property represents the owner’s anticipated price plus an estimate of other acquisition expenses such as appraisals, surveys etc.; the “anticipated cost” does not  reflect an approved value based on an 
appraisal of the property.
The first list represents part of the Preliminary Recommendation for expenditure of SNPLMA funds.  The Preliminary Recommendation is subject to revision by the SNPLMA Executive Committee following 
a 60-day public comment period.  PLEASE NOTE:  APPEARANCE ON THIS LIST DOES NOT IMPLY ANY OBLIGATION ON THE PART OF THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT TO ACQUIRE THESE 
LANDS.   The second list represents nominated lands which are not recommended for funding at this time.  The purpose of releasing these lists is to obtain input from all interested parties.  The BLM is 
accepting written comments on these nominations until close of business (4:30 pm) on May 19, 2003.
